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The  sales  recorded  in  the  following  pages,  covering  the 
period  October,  1916 — August,  1917,  are  well  up  to  the 
average  in  point  of  number  and  importance.  Chief  among 
them  is  the  further  instalment  (N  to  P)  of  the  celebrated 
Huth  Library,  which  itself  realised  very  nearly  £28,000, 
making  the  sum  total  to  date  £181,025,  by  far  the  largest 
amount  ever  obtained  by  auction  for  any  library  dispersed 
in  this  country.  Other  important  collections  comprise  the 
late  Colonel  Prideaux's  Library,  sold  in  two  portions, 
£7.-389 ;  the  third  portion  of  the  collection  of  Mr.  John 
Pearson,  £12,408 ;  the  very  important  Musical  Library 
of  the  late  Dr.  Cummings,  £6,488 ;  the  Library  from 
Depedene,  Dorking,  being  a  portion  of  the  Hope  Heir- 
looms, £5,090  ;  the  collection  of  books  and  tracts,  chiefly 
Incunabula,  sold  on  July  31st  and  following  days,  £6,919  ; 
the  collection  of  early  Americana  formed  by  Bishop  White - 
Kennett,  £5,129 ;  and  a  selection  of  books  obtained  from 
a  variety  of  sources,  recorded  as  "  Miscellaneous,"  some 
of  them  of  far  more  than  ordinary  interest,  together  with 
a  large  number  of  smaller  libraries  and  collections  which 
would  have  loomed  large  had  they  not  been  overshadowed 
by  others  of  still  greater  interest. 

In  one  respect  the  collection  formed  by  Bishop  White- 
Kennett  is  second  to  none  in  this  latest  series,  for  it  con- 
sisted almost  entirely  of  old  books  of  American  interest, 
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very  old  for  books  of  the  kind,  and  in  many  cases  ex- 
ceedingly important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  Europe, 
and  the  United  States  as  well,  has  been  scoured  in  their 
quest  with  results  not  at  all  commensurate  with  the 
interest  manifested  in  them ;  the  truth  being  that  works 
of  the  kind,  especially  those  of  the  17th  century,  have 
now  become  so  scarce  as  to  be  practically  unprocurable. 
As  often  happens  in  cases  where  old  books  of  a  certain 
class  become  rare  and  valuable,  more  modern  works  of 
the  same  class  gradually  push  their  way  to  supply  the 
deficiency  that  has  arisen,  and  it  is  noticeable  that 
Americana  of  much  later  date  than  those  alluded  to  have 
for  some  time  past  been  coming  into  the  open  market  at 
ever  increasing  prices.  Roughly,  anything  of  the  kind 
printed  in  or  relating  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  dated  before  1800,  have  now  taken  their  place  as 
part  and  parcel  of  the  scheme  which  has  for  its  object 
the  gathering  together  of  as  many  old  books  as  possible 
which  are  able  to  throw  any  light,  even  though  it  may 
be  merely  reflective  in  its  character,  on  the  history,  the 
manners  or  the  customs  of  the  great  trans-Atlantic  Re- 
public. 

Several  sales  held  at  New  York  are  reported  pretty 
fully  in  this  volume,  since  they  contained  a  number  of 
books  rarely  met  with,  and  for  that  reason  worthy  of 
special  mention.  One  of  them,  which  realised  S950,  may 
be  referred  to.  This  was  "  The  Life  and  Adventures  of 
Common  Sense,"  printed  in  2  vols,  small  8vo,  for  Montague 
Lawrence,  Stationer,  at  the  Globe  near  Durham  Yard  in 
the  Strand,  in  1769.  There  are  one  or  two  copies  of  this 
work  in  the  British  Museum  Library,  and  one  would 
think  there  must  be  others  in  private  hands.  Still  it  has 
apparently  become  Very  difficult  to  meet  with,  and  per- 
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haps  no  wonder,  for  it  is  of  supreme  interest  to  those 
who  are  at  all  interested  in  the  Shakespeare-Bacon  con- 
troversy. It  attributes  the  authorship  of  Shakespeare's 
plays  to  Bacon,  and  precedes  all  other  books  of  the  kind 
by  nearl}^  a  hundred  years,  the  first  book  that  throws 
any  doubt  on  the  Shakespearean  authorship  having 
hitherto  been  supposed  to  be  Cox's  "  Romance  of 
Yachting,"  published  in  1848.  This,  of  course,  raises  a 
controversial  point  with  which  Book-Prices  Current  has 
nothing  to  do.  It  is  merely  one  of  many  which  those 
who  have  occasion  to  consult  the  following  pages  will 
be  able,  or  not,  to  unravel  for  themselves.
